Hybridizer’s Corner 


All information offered here is from our 
1946 experiments and may not necessarily be 
conclusive, but we hope it will be interesting 
and helpful, 


During the 1946 season we made 127 crosses, 
many of them reciprocal, and harvested as a 
result 197 pods. The number of pods would 
have been much greater but much work was 
done with the hybrid Mohr family, our present 
chief interest. 


We have been greatly intrigued by the 
startling break achieved by Mr. Salbach in 
Lady Mohr, and in reports of a new white 


from Mr. Milliken, plus a number of new ones 
from Prof. Jory, including two blues. Conse- 
quently we decided to work extensively with 
the Mohrs, crossing them mainly with tall 
bearded yellows.

Using all of the aady Mohr pollen we had, 
and much from Mohrson and Ormohr on about 
100 blooms, we succeeded in getting but one 
pod, this one from Treasure Island, using Or- 
mohr pollen. There was plenty of pollen on the 
Mohrs, and the weather was perfect, but the 
cross was difficult, though perhaps worth- 
while, as Lady Mohr’s pod parent was 
ported a bearded iris, the pollen parent a hy- 
brid. (Capitola?) 

However, using the Mohrs as pod parents, 
fine results were obtained; 27 pods in all, each 
variety setting seed quite readily. Pods and 
seeds were rather smaller than on the tal} 
bearded varieties; pods averaging about 10 
seeds, while the tall bearded averaged nearer 
380 or 35. 

The crosses on these Mohrs were made on 
strictly fresh blooms, some even being forced 
open to pollenate them.

In the tall bearded section we found the fol- 
lowing irises had no pollen: Amigo, Btewn 
Thrasher, Extravaganza, Franconia, Garden 


Glory, Ranger, Snow Flurry and The Red 
Douglas. It will be noted that three of these 


are outstanding reds and excellent pod par- 
ents, so to breed red on red one will need a 
good pollent parent such as Garden Flame, 
et al. We had excellent pods on Ranger from 
Garden Flame, 

The hybrids Illusion and Present also had no 
pollen, and refused to set seed, although Pres- 
ent formed pods which shriveled before 
maturing. 


One cross which interested us was Amigo ex 
Marquita. By carefully gathering the very 
limited pollen from 15 blooms of Marquita we 
were able to pollenate 5 blooms of Amigo, from 
which we got one pod. 

A number of fine varieties, for some reason, 
refused to set seed, although their pollen was 
very potent. Among these were Lake Shan- 
non and Ola Kala. Another year may tell a 
different story. 

Obviously, the experienced hybridizer wants 
and buys the newest, most expensive varieties, 
believing them to be an advance in their class. 
To the beginner let us say that many of the 
world’s finest have come from our select list 
of older ones, Such as Gudrun, Snow King, Far 
West, Treasure Island, Gloriole, Tiffany, Na- 
ranja, E. B. Williamson, The Red Douglas, 
Missouri and others. 

In our list “S’”’ will indicate the variety is 
known to set seed, and “P”, that it has pollen. 
“No P” indicates no pollen, and where one or 
both initials are missing, we do not know, or 
are not sure. 

In closing “the corner” for this year we 
Want to wish you a fine season and good hy- 
bridizing in 1947.
